A Cease-Fire Isn’t Im possible 


We believe the Communists are arguing 
this point for its propaganda value at the 
moment and also in order to give greater 
emphasis to their political demand for such 
a withdrawal. Our position from the be- 
ginning has been that we will discuss no 
political problem, but only military, in the 
cease-fire talks. 

In a sense, a cease-fire must be re- 
garded as a sort of Pandora’s box. Once 
we get it, there will then be released for 
discussion the grievously difficult political 
questions of troops, UN recognition of 
Red China, Formosa and Chiang. 

We believe we'll obtain the cease-fire. 
But then begins the really tough job. 


The NAM Should Take Heed 


The National Association of Manufac- 
turers is doing itself, and business in gen- 
eral, great harm by its continued attacks 
on Defense Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson 
for his stand on wage-price controls. 

There is no evidence the NAM speaks 
for business in general, or even for a ma- 
jority of its own members, but it is a 
highly articulate group with spokesmen 
whose charges hit the headlines. The 
impression is sought that business is sol- 
idly back of NAM pressures against con- 
trols. That is not so. 

Mr. Wilson is one of the most respected 
men in public life today. He represents the 
epitome of “big business,” having risen 
through the ranks to head one of the coun- 
try’s largest corporations, the General 
Electric Company. He gave up that posi- 
tion to become Defense Mobilizer, just 
as he left his lucrative private connections 
during the last war to become vice-chair- 
man of the War Production Board. 

Mr. Wilson’s record of judgment cannot 
be questioned. Neither can his patriotism. 

The NAM, and others opposing price 
and wage controls, simply refuse to face 
the facts. Thev could not do likewise in 
their own businesses and survive. The 
facts are that war production in the months 


ahead will take such a great part of the 
national productive capacity that there will 
not be enough consumer goods to go around. 

We follow Wilson. The NAM’s con- 
tention that increased production is the 
answer is good enough on paper, but in 
practice it simply does not work fast 
enough, as the industrialists in that or- 
ganization ought to know, and do know, 
but refuse to admit it because they have 
given way to their own selfish aims. 

If the NAM really believes business 
voluntarily will hold down prices, let it 
look at the report of the Senate prepared- 
ness subcommittee which, after an investi- 
gation into the rent situation in key areas, 
found “a sordid and rotten picture of sub- 
standard housing and rent gouging” around 
military installations. The centers inves- 
tigated were Camp Rucker, Ala.; Camp 
Breckinridge, Ky., and Ft. Leonard Wood, 
in Missouri. 

Nobody likes controls. They are not a 
part of our normal economic system and 
they ought to be dispensed with as soon as 
possible. But that time is not now. And 
on that score the public will trust Charles 
E. Wilson’s judgment far more quickly 
than it will succumb to the profit-seeking 
bellows of the pressure-ridden NAM.

Polio is on the increase in Georgia as 
elsewhere. 

Last year there were 33,351 cases over 
the country, the second highest number in 
history. And in the past dozen years polio 
has increased in incidence by more than 
400 per cent. 

That does not mean all the effort and 
money that has been spent on the fight 
against polio has been spent for nothing. 
Progress is being made and there are en- 


' couraging reports from National Founda- 


tion for Infantile Paralvsis on research that 
organization is conducting. Dr. Kenneth 


_ F. Maxey, of Johns Hopkins, who has been 


conducting research, believes vaccines may 
be introduced in the “not too distant fu- 
ture.” Vaccines already have been proved 


effective in monkeys but they have not 
been proved in man. Neither is it yet 
known, of course, whether any single vac- 
cine could be effective against the pres- 
ently known three kinds of polio. 

But until an effective cure or treatment 
for polio is developed the public ought to 
remember that the growing number of 
cases throws an increasing burden on the 
National Foundation. The work of the 
Foundation has been, and is, a lifesaver for 
thousands of those afflicted by the malady. 
And its research program promises that 
eventually the polio will go the way of 
smallpox and typhoid. 

Let us tag our memory now to make a 
larger contribution to the next March of 
Dimes.

All Signs Point 


Toward. Inflation 


WASHINGTON—The importance of continu- 
ing strong government economic controls during 
the period of the huge rearmament program we 

are now going through has been well emphasized by Eric Johnston, 
present Economic Stabilization Administrator. 


Since the beginning of the peace negotiations in Korea the 
tendency of the country and Congress has been to relax. A lot of 
people seem to feel that with the prospective ending of the war in 
the Far East we can let up on controls over prices, wages and 
materials, That explains the reluctance of Congress to give the 
administration the type of legislation it is seeking for an extension 
of controls. 

But any relaxation of existing controls would be a fatal mis- 
take, in the opinion of the man who is directing this important 
government program. Mr. Johnston says the dollar, now worth 
about 53 or 54 cents in terms of 1939 purchasing power, might be 
worth no more than 30 to 40 cents in 10 years “if you don’t do 
something about controlling inflation.” 


What are the inflationary pressures that 
The Pressures face us? Mr. Johnston defines them very 
clearly in an interview carried in the current issue of the United 
States News and World Report, a magazine which caters to the 
business interests of the country. Speaking of the government re- 
armament program, he said: 

“We were spending early last fall at the rate of about $500,000,- 
000 a month—that is, actual expenditures for the hardware of war, 
excluding the payment of troops. We are spending now for the 
hardware of war at the rate of about $1,400,000,000 a month. That 
will step up—and this is actual expenditure, not contracts, but 
money the Treasury pays—it will step up to about $4,000,000,000 by 
October or November of this year. Now, that’s a tremendous 
increase. 

“We don’t think you can flood that additional spendable money 
into the economy without it having a tremendous inflationary 
effect. It is not for civilian goods that can be consumed. Now, 
again, this time next year, 12 months from now, we will be spend- 
ing at the annual rate of $60,000,000,000 for defense.” 

In other words, as the Economic Stabilization Administrator 
points out, we are increasing the tempo of our defense effort from 
the 12 or 13 billion dollars annually from the fall of last year to 
about five times that figure. And we are doing it at a time when 
we have no unemployment to speak of, when we already have a 
full-employment economy. 


Income Hike A final factor to be considered, he warns, is 

that it is anticipated the personal income of 
the people will increase in the neighborhood of $24,000,000,000 in 
the first quarter of next year over the first quarter of this year, 
due largely to our increased industrial activity. 

To thinking people, these figures should be self-revelant. It is 
inconceivable that that much added money can be put in circula- 
tion without disastrous inflationary effects, should we relax on 
government economic controls. 

While Congress is wrestling over the final stages of the new 
controls legislation it would do well to heed the advice of Mr. 
Johnston. He is no bureaucrat, but an outstanding businessman 
who gave up a highly paid position as head of the Motion Picture 
Association to lend his services to the government at a time of crisis. 

The warning he gives about the possibility of a 30-cent dollar 
in 10 years’ is enough to awaken every thinking person to the 
dangers of the situation.

Senator Byrd has inserted in the Congressional Record his 
speech before the Talmadge-sponsored Jefferson-Jackson Dinner 
in Atlanta June 25. But interest in the speech has already died 
down. If Harry Truman is the Democratic nominee for President 
in 1952, he may lose some Southern states. That probably will 
depend upon the prestige of the candidate who is named against 
him by the Republicans. | 

There will be no “rebellion” led by political party leaders. At 
least those who were mentioned in connection with the Atlanta 
dinner will not lead a party bolt. Harry Byrd himself is a regular 
Democrat on election day. His political organization in Virginia 
makes a shibboleth of political regularity. 


Not Bolters Sen. Walter George of Georgia, who was men- 

tioned erroneously as one of the sponsors of 

the Atlanta dinner, remained a Democrat even after Franklin D. 

Rosevelt had put Lawrence Camp out as a candidate in an effort 
to defeat George for re-election in the 1930s, 

Sen. Richard Russell, who did join Talmadge in inviting Byrd 

to Atlanta, was in “revolt” against Harry Truman in the Demo- 


cratic National Convention in 1948, but went back to party regu- 


larity after the convention. 

Herman Talmadge helped Truman carry Georgia. Gov. James 
F, Byrnes of South Carolina, who was reported to have given his 
blessing to the Atlanta dinner, is strictly a regular Democrat. He 
is not likely to bolt the party in so far as election day is concerned. 

Joseph and Stewart Alsop point out that politica] leaders did 
try a politically engineered revolt in 1948. They exerted all of 
the power of their political machinery and they carried four states, 
but the Alsops also point out what happened to the Dixiecrats in 
the four states they carried. 

In South Carolina, J. Strom Thurmond, Dixiecrat presidential 
candidate, was badly defeated in his race for the senatorial nomi- 
nation. In Alabama, the whole Dixiecrat organization “has now 
been ground into mincemeat” by Alabama’s two anti-Dixiecrat 
senators, Lister Hill and John Sparkman. 


The man who was really behind the Dixiecrat 
Perez Loses movement in 1948 was Leander Perez of Lou- 
isiana. He helped raise the money and outlined the strategy for 
the 1948 “rebellion,” Perez, last year, led the fight to unseat anti- 
Dixiéctat Sen. Russell Long in Louisiana and as the Alsops pointed 
out: “Perez was just about finished politically when Long romped 
through with every Louisiana parish except one—a greater triumph 
than his father, Huey Long, ever enjoyed.” 

If Truman runs again and loses Southern states in 1952, it will 
be because the voters don’t want him for another term and not 
because political leaders stage a revolt against him. Five will 
get you 10 that any political leader you can name at random is a 
party regular when the chips are down.

The place is policed by a caretaker, a moun- 
tain man named Mark Tabor, who gets a pit- 
tance from the Forest Service and sueh tips as 
folks give him. Unobtrusively, Mark sees to it 
that visitors are welcomed, that they don’t park 
in a way that will obstruct traffic on the curve, 
that they know about the mountain spring. 

Mark has never been to Fontana Dam, only 
a few miles by airline across the range, and he 
doesn’t think he’d want to spend the night at 
Cherokee “among all the Indians.” He “bachs” 
in a cottage up the road and he doesn’t get far 
from the picnic grounds. He keeps the place 
spruced up, not for the pay that is in it, but 
from the pride. Next year he’s going to plant 
flowers along the roadside—he’s got 150 bulbs 
ordered.

Byrd’s Call for Rebellion 


NEW YORK—Sen. Harry F. Byrd’s speech in Atlanta actually was a call for 
a Southern political rebellion against a new plague of Northern carpetbaggers 


and Southern scalawags. 


He did not use these terms, but the metaphor is plain 


in the political situation which moved him to cry out: “The South is not impotent! 


The true principles of our constitutional democracy are immortal. 
mentals cannot be dimmed by age or distorted by demagogues.” The most important 


These funda- 


part of the speech was that which damned the civil rights program. This scheme is politically iden- 
tified with President Truman, although, in reality, it was forced upon him by the modern suce- 
cessors to the vindictive zealots from the North who, in the comparable days of Reconstruction, com- 


pelled the best people of the South to organize 
the original Ku Klux Klan. 

The civil rights program did not spring from 
any formulated desire of the American people 
in any section of the country. It was invented 
by a small group of Marxist political adventurers 
in the North. New York is the center of its 
power. 


' 
The South has been selected as its special 
victim, although the other sections would 
suffer the same loss of constitutional freedom. 


To present Senator Byrd’s protest in com- 
pact form it is necessary to telescope much of 
his oratory. 

He led off with a warning that the whole 
nation could be destroyed by national insol- 
vency and a charge that Truman was pushing 
the country toward that doom by presenting 
the highest civilian budget in history. 


“By one measure,” Byrd said, “the Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Commission, it is proposed 
to set up another costly,.powerful and inquisi- 
torial bureau to send the strong arm of the na- 
tional] government into the daily transactions of 
virtually every man’s private business; to tell 
employers whom they must hire, fire and pro- 
mote. Inquisitors could enter every employer’s 
place of business and examine books and papers 
without process from any court, in search of evi- 
dence against him. It would force people to 
give evidence against themselves. It would pro- 
vide for federally appointed examiners to hear 
evidence. And the record could be sent to Wash- 
ington, where a decision would be rendered 
against an employer in his absence. Fines and 
imprisonment are provided for any person who 
hinders the operation of this commission.” 

“It was proposed to enact an antilynching 
law to be enforced by federal agents in federal 
courts,” Byrd said. “Such a law has long been 
considered unconstitutional, since it involved no 
interstate aspects. It is clearly an invasion of 
states’ rights.” 

In this connection, he could have noted that 
the law, as proposed, would pointedly exempt 
riots deliberately fomented by union bosses from 
the scope of the act. There have been thousands 
of lynchings by union mobs for one lynching in 
the South since 1933. The verb “to lynch” means 


“to inflict punishment, especially death, without 


the forms of law.” A lynching may not be fatal 
although many lynchings done by union mobs 
have been. 
“The President’s commission proposed, 

he endorsed, not only the specific abolition of 
the poll tax in federal elections, but also an 
authorization for the Department of Justice to 
use all civi] and criminal powers to supervise 
primaries and elections of representatives of the 
several states. It is even recommended that the 


the first article of the Constitution, which gives 
the states the right to establish the qualifications 
of voters and conduct all elections. 

“The President threatens to deny all federal 
grants-in-aid” to states which refuse to repeal 
all local segregation laws. “Never before has 
any President requested legislation whereby 
states are directed to change their local laws” 
or suffer denial] of federal money to which the 
citizens of these states, by their taxes, have 
contributed. 

“This was deliberately aimed at the South. 
What, let me ask, has the South done to justify 
this treatment from the national Democratic 
Party? ‘Why should we be singled out by our 
party’s leaders? In the terrible days of Recon- 
struction we had no ‘Southern recovery plan.’ 
We had only our own character and our deter- 
mination to go forward to our greater destiny. 
Never in all the history of the world is there 
an example of advancement equal to that of 
the Negro in the South. 

“We must not shortcut the Constitution of 
the United States. Southern senators and con- 
gressmen fought these proposals with all their 
power. They were fighting not only for the 
South but to preserve our constitutional govern- 
ment, as etery single one of these proposals is 
unconstitutional.”

ST. LOUIS, July 19—(INS)— 
Frank H. Niehaus, 53-year-old 
owner of a St. Louis undertaking 
establishment and president of a 
machine company, was Thurs- 
day sentenced to six years in a 
federal prison and fined $20,000 
for income tax evasion.

an excessive loss of body mois- 
ture and heat, leading to a con- 
gestion of blood circulation— 
and the inevitable stiff neck. 


If you're resting or doing 
light work, air moving faster 
than 50 feet per minute is mov- 
ing too fast for comfort. Even 
when you're’ working hard, 
you'll feel uncomfortably chilly 
when the air velocity exceeds 
500 feet per minute—and fans 
deliver air at higher speeds than 
that. 

Under normal conditions, your 
body makes a good adjustment 
to the temperature around it, 
throwing off excess heat through 
evaporation and radiation. 

But when the humidity and 
the temperature both rise rap- 
idly, the dissipation of body heat 
is blocked by the heat and mois- 
ture already in the air. You 
can't throw off the excess heat; 
consequently, you feel too warm. 

Turning on a fan makes the 
air move faster, brings a greater 
volume of changing air in con- 
tact with your body, and com- 
pensates for the hot humid air’s 
inefficiency in absorbing body 
heat lost through perspiration. 


So go ahead. Turn on the fan 
—but point it the other way!

It 
was written by Dr. Tonka 
Schiesser von Refegg, a woman 
professor at the University of 
Innsbruck, in Austria. 


Are Today’s Children 


Are children today much 
changed from those of 50 years 
ago? 

After studying youngsters for 
half a century, world-famous 
child specialist Dr. Arnold Gesell 
says: 

“Fundamentally, children 
haven't changed much. In many 
ways they are better off today 
because of the changes which 
have occurred in our culture. 
In other ways, the tensions of 
recent times have not had a 
favorable effect. But a sound 
heredity and a good family life 
are just as important as they 
ever were.” 

Dr. Gesell explained: 

“The vitality of children. has 
increased due to the progress 
made in the fields of nutrition 
and of public health. There have 
been advances in the general 
alertness of children, as well as 
in their social behavior because 
we now pay more attention to 
individual care. 


“Children are better wun- 


dergtood today than several 
decades ago. More and more,

parents are receiving guidance 
from the pediatrician and 
family doctor in the care for 
their children. 

“Parents are more aware 
that there are laws of nature, 
of heredity and of learning 
which govern the stages of 
child development. There are 
more sources of information 
available to parents. Pediatrics 
as a form of preventive medi- 
cine is becoming concerned 
with the protection of the 
mental health of babies and 
young children.” 


Dr. Gesell has been studying 
children since his Ph.D days at 
Clark University, in Worcester, 
Mass., in 1906. His investigations 
have dealt with the growing 
mind of the normal child from 
birth through the first 10 years 
of life. He used motion picture 
film to document the changing 
patterns of behavior, has de- 
vised a system of behavior tests 
for the diagnosis of normality 
and of the handicaps of child 
development, and has authored 
and collaborated in the writing 
of some 20 volumes, has edited 
a series of scientific films, deal- 
ing with the stages and devi- 
ations of child behavior. The 
basic publications have been 
translated into foreign lan- 
guages, and his developmental 
methods are being widely 
adopted. ' 


“Development is a con- 
tinuous process,” says Dr. 
Gesell. “The growth of the 
mind, the patterning of . be- 
havior, begins before birth 
and continues in an unbroken 
eycle through infancy, child- 
hood and adolescence. At the 
Yale Clinic we charted 34 
stages of development from 
birth to 10 years. The staff of 
the new institute is now 
charting the behavior charac- 
teristics for the years from 10 
to 16, following the very chil- 
dren who were studied in 
infancy and the pre-school 
years. These continuation 
studies should throw light on

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The weather had already closed in on us like 
an electric blanket turned on at top speed and 
then we read this anecdote which a Northern 
‘social researcher allegedly picked up in our old 


home town, Mobile, Ala. 


Mrs. Mary Heaton Vorse, writing for Harper’s 
Magazine, quoted the manager of the bus station 
in Mobile as saying he couldn’t understand why 
the flush tanks on the toilets were getting broken 
all the time. They finally figured out that it was 
“from those up-country boys taking the toilet 
bowls for a place to wash their feet and sitting 


-on the tank.” 


That little gem, combined with the heat, 
almost finished us off. In the first place, we 
recognized the thing as a lie, either told by 
an irresponsible transportation expert from 
Akron, Ohio, or made up by one of the local 
lads for the entertainment of a visiting news- 
paper woman. There may be left in the “up- 
country” regions of the South people who 
have never seen flush toilets but we cannot 
believe that in these the urge to wash their 
feet is strong enough to propel them into the 
awkward position described in the Harper's 


article. 


And on principle we so resented the little 
anecdote we could not properly appreciate Mrs. 
Vorse’s otherwise excellent story about the great 
reservoir of children in the South. Just like vis- 
iting researchers, we fumed, to mix fantasy with 
facts so the country will always be confused about 
the South. It reminded us of a Hollywood fashion 
expert who said he called on a lady in Atlanta 
to examine some old clothes she had to get ideas 
for costumes for “Gone With the Wind.” He said 
he waited some time for her to answer his knock 
and when she came to the door she apologized 
gently: “I had to take mother to the back of the 
house. It unnerves her completely to see a man 
in a blue suit at the front door.”

Chinese Missionaries Dr. and Mrs. Hudson, 


Chinese Dolls Substitute 
For Evangelist’s Congregation 


By JEAN ROONEY 

Dr.George A. Hudson brought a few of his Chinese friends 
back to America, in the form of small dolls that are perfect repro- 
ductions :n face and dress of real people “back home” in Kashing, 


China. 

Zao Sen Yu, the young boy 
doll in the Scout’ uniform, 
in the photograph, “doesn’t 
go to Scouts anymore,” Dr. 
Hudson says. “Miss Pon and 
Ai Pao, the two young lady 
dolls to the right of the church 
door, don’t meet the other wom- 
en of the congregation at Bible 
school these, days.” 


On May 7, 1949, “the Com- 
munists came” to the town of 
Kashing, in the province of 
Chekinag, China, where Dr. 
and Mrs. George A. Hudson 
were evangelistic missionaries 
for the Southern Presbyterian 
Church. Soon the Christian 
Bible ‘school plant; the Boys 
school, and the Christian hos- 
pital were confiscated. Dr. 
Hudson was ot permitted to 
leave the city to continue his 
rural evangelism. 


“Our Chinese friends were 
watched,” he adds. 

Last Fall, the Hudsons and 
all of the missionaries in their 
station asked for permission to 
leave. After 20 visits to Com- 
munist police, examination of 
baggage, posting their 


board for prosecution by any- 
one who desired, the mission- 
aries were permitted to leave. 

“When we heard last, our 
congregation of about 2,000 
Christians were allowed to hold 
One service a week on. Sunday, 
attended by a Communist rep- 
resentative. I am convinced if 
open meetings are stopped, our 
faithful friends will go under- 
ground,” he says. 


Hudson describes as a 
“paradox” the communists’ 
fesling about Christianity. 
They announce that the people 
shall have religious freedom. 
In the next breath, they oppose 
Christianity, as the opiate of 
the people. In somes sections 
of the country, Christians are 
persecuted and killed. In oth- 
ers, they are allowed to hold 
restricted meetings. 


“They preach that the Com- 
munist state is their God,” he 
says. 

For the past few weeks, the 
Hudsons have spoken to church 
and civic groups in Atlanta, The 
congregation of the Decatur 
Presbyterian Church has raised 
money to buy them an evange- 
listic tent, like the one they had 
to leave in China, It will seat 
1,000 people. 

Though this is the sixth time 
they have fled from Kashing, 
they trust God will send them 
back to China. In the meantime, 
they hope to go to the island 
of Formosa in August. The Na- 
tionalist government, under 
Chiang Kai-shek, has asked 
Christian missionaries to come 
and preach to the 500,000 Na- 
tionalist soldiers and 7,000,000 
people on the island.

Most of us have good reason toe 
know that mother-in-law jokes 
are as stereotyped as they are 
stale.

Either the young man’s mother 
is misinformed about the blood 
test required as a prerequisite 
for marriage or she is using the 
familiar old superstition to pre- 
vent the marriage. 

By microscopic examination of 
a specimen of blood the expert 
may determine whether the blood 
is human blood or animal blood, 
But it is impossible to distine 
guish the blood of one race from 
the blood of another. 

No doubt these unhappy young 
people are worried about another 
popular myth which seems to 
please many persons of malicious 
character and impress many oth- 
ers who are too credulous or pere 
haps just too stupid to read, 
study and learn. I refer to the 
notion that an individual with 
even a remote fraction of Negro 
blood in his or her veins may be- 
get a child having all the char- 
acteristics of a Negro. I assert 
unequivocally that this never 
happens. Children born to any 
couple will generally have color 
and other characteristics neither 
more marked than the parent of 
Negro, Malayan, Mongolian, Cau- 
casian of Indian origin or descent 
nor less marked than the other 
parent. If there is any divergence 
from this rule the characteris- 
tics of the child have no particu-

Hail stones the size of marbles 
fell on many areas. 

Wind flattened acres of tobacco 
in Connecticut. 

A bank at Boothbay, Maine, 
closed for the day when runoff 
water flooded its business office. 
Water rose to seat level in a the- 
ater there, also, but drained away 
in time for the show to go on. 

Large sections of New Haven 
Conn., were without lights or pow- 
er and utility firms there went on 
an emergency footing. 

Some areas Were hit once and 
then again later by follow-up 
storms. 

Wind gusts up to 82 miles an 
hour—hurricane force if they had 
been sustained—battered parts of 
Pennsylvania. 

Lightning danced and thunder 
echoed off New York and Phila- 
delphia skyscrapers, as sheets of 
rain drove residents to shelter. 

Wheat, oat and corn crops were, 


seriously damaged in upstate New | 


York and flash flood waters spread | 
Over celery, onion and lettuce | 
crops.

Trees and utility poles were 
blown down, barn roofs whirled 
away, bridges were washed out,

A cloudburst spilled 1.6 inches 
of rain on Providence, R. I., in 
little more than half an _ hour, 
turning downtown § streets. into 
vast, shallow rivers. 

Three main line New Haven 
Railroad trains were delaved up 
to an hour. Phone lines were 
knocked out. 

It was the worst storm in the 
Rhode Island capital since the 
1938 hurricane. 

New York City got a noon-hour 
downpour, accompanied by hail 
stones reportedly half an inch in 
diameter. Women took off their 
shoes to wade across water-filled 
streets. Cellars were flooded. 
Some subways were stalled or 
delayed.

Long, Tall, Frosty Drinks 
Get Summer Spoilight

Few foods nab the Summer 
spotlight as much as cold drinks. 
It is easy to understand why, for 
what looks more enticing on 
wilting days than a long, tall 
glass covered with frostiness 
and filled with some thirst and 
heat-quenching combination? 

We are in favor of these 
drinks provided they do more 
than just “mentally” cool you. 
Let’s look them over. First, there 
is always water, which most 
doctors agree we need more of 
in Summer because our bddies 
lose so much through perspira- 
tion. They slide in the admoni- 
tion, too, that it cools you off 
more if water is drunk just as it 
comes from the tap without ice. 

Then, there is that long won- 
derful list of drinks that are also 
foods. They are the ones we 
favor because they can be used 
to make up for the cutting down 
on solid food we have a tendency 
to do when it gets hot. Milk 
drinks lead the list nutritionally 
and are a wise way to “eat.” 
Icy-cold milk or buttermilk will 
help supplement an otherwise 
slim lunch. Milk and fruit or 
milk and ice a drinks are 
fine combinations, too. 

Next comes the plain fruit 
drinks, especially those contain- 
ing Vitamin C like lemon, lime, 
orange, grapefruit. They are 
very important in Summer for 
our need for this vitamin fre- 
quently increases in hot weather.

Bibles for Red China 
Get Export Approval 


WASHINGTON, July 19—(4)— 


The Government Thursday re- 
laxed its ban against any exports 
to Communist China to permit the 
shipment of Bibles and testaments, 
beginning July 24. 

Shipment also will be permitted 
of books, newspapers, periodicals, 
catalogs, pamphlets, 
book dnd sheet music, and movie 
films “which do not contain any 
technical data.” 

These goods, and these alone, 
also may be sent to Manchuria, 
Outer Mongolia and Tibet, the 
Commerce Department’s Office of 
International Trade (OIT) said.
